Was  born  in  Norristown,  Pa.,  June  2d,  1810;  confirmed  at  16;  from  a  child  wanted  to 
be  a  minister;  graduated  at  Cannonsburg,  Pa.,  1834;  studied  theology  at  York,  Pa.;

OUR  HOME  MISSIONARY  WORK. 

THE  TRI-SYNODIC  BOARD. 

This  Board  represents  the  Eastern,  the  Pittsburg, 
and  the  Potomac  Synods,  having  103,000  com¬ 
municants,  394  ministers,  and  824  congregations. 

It  has  44  missions  (of  which  2  7  are  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania),  with  3,408  communicants,  and  3,309 
Sunday-school  scholars,  whose  alms  from  May 
1878,  to  May  1881,  were  $2,348. 

The  Board  received  from  the  Church  for  its 
work  in  1878,  $7,538 ;  in  1879,  $10,834 ;  in  1880, 
$12,947. 

THE  BOARD  OF  THE  OHIO  SYNOD. 

The  Ohio  Synod  has  21,000  communicauts, 
148  ministers,  298  congregations. 

This  Board  has  17  missions,  with  586  com¬ 
municants,  and  660  Sunday-school  scholars,  whose 
alms  in  three  years  were  $603. 

The  Board  received  for  its  work  in  1878,  $1603 ; 
in  1879,  $3>OI2i  in  1880,  $3,206. 

SYNOD  OF  THE  NORTH-WEST. 

This  Synod  has  22,000  communicants,  162 
ministers,  and  248  congregations. 


During  the  three  years  prior  to  1881,  it  had 
under  its  care,  46  missions.  Of  these,  15  became 
self-sustaining,  and  6  were  abandoned.  Amount 
received  for  its  work  during  three  years,  $7,737. 

GERMAN  SYNOD  OF  THE  EAST. 

This  Synod  has  9,500  communicants,  44  minis¬ 
ters,  and  39  congregations. 

It  has  under  its  care,  n  missions,  with  1,764 
communicants,  and  1,823  Sunday-school  scholars, 
whose  alms  in  three  years  were  $826,  during 
which  time  it  received  from  the  Church,  $5,000. 

ENGLISH  CLASSIS  OF  IOWA. 

It  has  947  communicants,  15  ministers,  and  25 
congregations.  It  has  under  its  care,  7  missions, 
with  319  communicants,  and  319  Sunday-school 
scholars.  The  alms  of  the  whole  Classis  in  1880, 
were  $4 88. 

URSINUS  UNION. 

This  is  an  association  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the 
Church,  in  the  interest  of  missions.  From  May 
1878,  to  May  1881,  it  received  and  expended 
$2,444,  which  was  sent  through  the  various  Boards 
to  designated  missions. 

BOARD  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

This  Board  in  three  years  received  $3,500, 
nearly  all  by  legacy.  It  received  so  little,  and 
has  had  so  little  to  do,  because  our  Missionary 
work  has  all  been  carried  forward  by  the  Classes 
and  District  Synods. 

SUMMARY. 

The  amount  received  from  the  whole  Church 
for  Home  Missions,  from  May  1878,  to  May  1881, 
was  $54,5°°- 

In  the  three  years  before,  it  received  $42,000. 

This  increase  came  as  follows :  from  the  Eastern, 
Pittsburg  and  Potomac  Synods,  $6,600;  from 
Ohio  Synod,  $2,400;  from  the  Synod  of  the 
North-west,  $3,500. 

*The  yearly  amount  given  by  our  whole  Refor¬ 
med  Church  for  Home  Missions  is  less  than 
$20,000.  Divide  this  by  the  number  of  members, 
(160,000),  and  the  amount  given  by  each  is  the 
sad  sum  of  12  cents.!!!  Ought  not  this  to 
touch  every  conscience,  and  awaken  all  to  new 
interest  ?

Refusing  to  answer  the  great  cries  for  help 
which  come  up  from  all  parts  of  the  Church — 
from  Mission  fields,  from  Orphan  Homes,  from 
needy  students  for  the  ministry,  from  God’s  poor 
of  every  class — turning  a  deaf  ear  to  these  calls, 
is  turning  Christ  away  from  your  door.  You  can 
find  the  particulars  in  Matt.  25  :  41-45. 


ST.  PAUL’S  ORPHAN  HOME, 

is  at  Butler,  Butler  Co.,  Pa.  ;  was  opened  in 
December,  1867;  had  Rev.  C.  A.  Limberg  as 
Superintendent,  to  May,  1871,  and  Rev.  J.  B. 
Thompson  from  June,  1871,  to  April,  1876,  and 
since  that  time,  Rev.  T.  F.  Stauffer.  The  Home 
is  free  from  debt,  and  has  40  orphans.  The 
yearly  outlay  is  about  $3,600. 


LATE  AT  CHURCH. 

1 .  It  is  only  a  habit .  One  may  sometimes  be 
late  through  an  accident  or  hindrance  of  some 
kind ;  but  most  people  are  late  simply  from  habit 
— a  little  late  everywhere. 

2.  It  is  very  annoying  to  all  who  come  in  time. 
It  breaks  in  upon  the  opening  service.  People 
hear  a  noise,  and  naturally  want  to  know  who  is 
thus  disturbing  the  worship.  Then  thoughts 
come  which  are  not  devout,  and  the  attention  of 
many  is  broken,  the  minister  cannot  be  heard, 
and  everybody  feels  annoyed. 

3.  It  is  very  irreverent.  It  shows  that  you 
have  but  little  respect  for  the  house  of  God  and 
for  the  solemnity  of  His  service.  Few  persons 
think  of  going  out  before  the  close;  but  it  is 
equally  shameful  to  get  in  after  the  beginning. 

4.  You  lose  by  coming  late.  Many  make  but 
little  account  of  the  opening  service,  and  feel 
satisfied  if  only  they  are  there  in  time  for  the 
sermon !  You  need  the  beginning  just  as  much 
as  you  need  the  end  or  the  middle.  Coming  late 
you  lose  the  invocation,  the  hymn,  perhaps  even 
the  main  prayer.  Is  this  nothing  ! 

5.  Habitual  or  even  frequent  late  coming  is 
utterly  inexcusable.  You  have  no  right  to  annoy 
a  whole  congregation,  nor  to  be  irreverent  in 
God’s  house,  nor  to  lose  part  of  the  worship. 


JUSTICE  TO  ALL. 

Last  year  a  Classis  in  the  Pittsburg  Synod, 
passed  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  respective  Consistories  of  the  several 
charges  in  Allegheny  Classis  be  instructed  to  erase  from  the 
roll  of  membership  of  their  congrtgations,  the  name  of  any 
member,  who  has  not  without  good  and  sufficient  reasons, 
contributed  at  least  a  reasonable  amount  towards  the  support 
of  the  Gospel,  within  the  space  of  two  years ;  and  further, 

Resolved,  That  this  Classis  in  order  to  protect  her  ministers, 
declines  hereafter  to  confirm  a  call,  or  insta  l  a  pastor  in  any 
of  the  charges  of  this  Classis,  until  all  arrearages  on  the 
salary  of  the  former  pastor  are  adjusted. 

Some  people  will  think  this  is  dreadful ;  but 
those  who  are  faithful  and  regular  in  supporting 
the  Church  will  say  it  is  just.  It  protects  not 
only  ministers,  but  rather  the  members.  It  puts 
a  mark  on  those  who  are  stealing  the  Gospel, 
having  Church  privileges  without  paying  for  them, 
using  the  Church  at  the  cost  of  others.

FIGURES  WORTH  STUDYING. 


In  1 800,  there  were  only  seven  Missionary 
Societies  in  all  the  world ;  now  there  are  seventy. 

These  yearly  receive  and  expend  nearly  $7,000,- 
000,  in  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions. 

They  employ  about  2,500  ordained  missionaries, 
and  as  many  more  unordained.  Besides,  the 
missionaries  have  about  25,000  native  helpers 
(preachers,  catechists,  teachers,  colporteurs,  &c.). 

In  1800,  there  were  but  50,000  heathen  converts 
in  Protestant  Missions;  now  there  are  1,650,000, 
(nine-tenths  of  whom  have  been  gathered  into 
the  Church  within  twenty-five  years). 

These  1,650,000  heathen  converts  are  found  as 
follows : 

In  Africa,  including  Madagascar,  .  460,000. 

In  West  Indies, . 310,000. 

In  India  and  Burmah, . 440,000. 

In  Indian  Archipelago, . 90,000. 

In  South  Sea  Islands, . 300,000. 

In  China  and  Japan, . 50,000. 


THE  CHURCH  YEAR. 

The  Church  Year  is  the 
religious  side  of  our  life. 

As  the  civil  year  has  its  great 
days,  celebrating  leading  facts 
in  the  history  of  the  nation, 
so  the  Christian  year  has  its 
high  days,  its  festival  seasons, 
commemorating  great  facts  in 
the  life  of  Christ  and  in  the 
work  of  redemption. 

The  Gospels  and  Epistles  of 
the  Church  Year  (the  Scripture 
lesson  for  each  Sunday)  are 
very  old.  They  are  traced 
back  to  the  early  and  pure 
ages  of  the  Church.  Indeed, 
the  custom  may  have  come 
from  the  Jewish  Church.  The 
Jews  read  much  of  their  Scrip¬ 
tures  in  the  Synagogue  service 
by  parts  and  selections.  The 
five  books  of  Moses,  the  Psalms 
and  the  Prophets  were  divided 
into  parts,  and  one  part  was 
read  every  Sabbath. 

Very  early  the  Christian 
Church  found  it  well  to  read  her  New  Testament 
in  the  same  way ;  and  gradually  our  present  Gospel 
and  Epistle  selections  were  prepared,  which  thus 
are  sacred  from  long  use  among  God’s  people. 

Therefore,  the  Church  Year  belongs  to  the 
whole  Christian  Church,  and  is  found  in  all  lands, 
and  in  most  denominations,  and  is  now  gradually 
receiving  favor  where  thirty  years  ago  it  was 
despised. 


WHAT  A  STUBBORN  HORSE  CAN  DO. 

Some  time  ago  in  New  York  City,  a  stubborn 
horse  kept  back  forty  or  fifty  street-cars ;  but  if 
he  had  tried  to  work  instead  of  standing  in  the 
way,  he  could  not  have  pulled  a  single  car.. 

So  in  the  Church.  Many  a  person  can  hinder 
others  ten-fold  more  than  he  can  help  them. 
Standing  in  the  way,  he  can  block  up  a  whole 
congregation,  and  keep  back  a  great  work. 

Many  people  take  less  interest  in  Church 
work  than  they  do  in  a  Church  fight.

Japan  in  June,  1879.  After  living  a  year  in 
Yokohama,  they  removed  to  Tokio,  the  Capital 
of  the  Japanese  Empire.  The  Mission  house  in 
which  they  now  live  is  owned  by  our  Board,  and 
is  paid  for.  Rev.  Gring  has  become  well 
acquainted  with  the  Japanese  language,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Committee  to  translate  the  Script¬ 
ures  into  the  native  tongue.

OUR  INDIAN  MISSION. 

A  very  promising  work  among  the  Winnebago 
Indians  in  Wisconsin,  was  begun  two  years  ago, 
by  our  ministers  in  that  State.  Their  missionary 
is  Rev.  Jacob  Hauser,  who  lives  in  his  own  house 
in  the  midst  of  the  tribe.  Last  year  our  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  gave  $400  to  this  work. 
Christians  should  be  interested  in  the  fact  that  the 
conversion  of  an  Indian  costs  just  one-tenth  of 
the  sum  the  government  has  usually  spent  in 
killing  him.

Oh,  ye  rich,  why  give  all  to  your  children  ?  In 
many  cases  they  are  already  well  fixed,  and  need 
no  more.  Why,  then,  not  make  the  Church  your 
heir,  or  at  least  an  equal  heir  with  your  children  ? 

Give  the  Lord  His  portion.  Much  better,  too, 
if  possible,  do  this  before  your  death,  not  by  will, 
but  by  direct  gift,  and  so  enjoy  the  luxury  of 
seeing  your  gift  already  at  work  before  you  die. 


OUR  HOME  MISSIONARY  FIELD. 

Do  you  know  how  large  it  is  ?  Look  at  your 
map,  with  this  item  in  your  hand:  “ Stretching 
from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  Alaska,  there  is  a  vast 
region  including  the  familiar  names  of  Texas, 
Indian  Territory,  Kansas,  New  Mexico,  Colorado, 
Utah,  Arizona,  Idaho,  Montana,  Nevada,  Neb¬ 
raska,  Dakotah,  California,  Oregon,  and  Wash¬ 
ington  Territory,  comprising  an  area  of  1,800,000 
square  miles;  besides  Alaska,  itself  nearly  half  as 
large  as  this  whole  region,  and  having  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  30,000. 

This  is  the  great  Home  Mission  field  of  our 
churches,  the  future  seat  of  mighty  populations, 
and  fraught  with  momentous  issues  for  the  future 
of  this  land.  No  foreign  mission  field  can  possibly 
outweigh  the  vast  importance  of  this  region  ;  and 
we  should  see  the  necessity  of  supplying  its  pioneer 
communities  with  schools  and  churches,  and 
building  its  institutions  and  populations  on  a 
Christian  foundation.” 

Whc  live  in  this  great  mission  field  ?  Besides 
an  immense  pioneer  population,  there  are  50,000 
Mexicans,  ignorant  and  degraded;  150,000 
Mormons,  obstinate  haters  of  Christianity ;  and 
200,000  Indians,  who  have  quite  too  long  been 
neglected  by  the  Christian  Church.

“  Have  you  ever  read  the  story  about  the  rich 
man  and  Lazarus?  ” 

“  Certainly,”  said  the  blacksmith. 

“  And  you  remember  about  the  dogs,  how  they 
came  and  licked  the  sores  of  Lazarus?  ” 

“  Certainly,  but  what  of  it?  ” 

“You  remind  me  of  those  dogs.  You  are 
always  licking  the  sores  of  Christians.

“We  will  keep  him  another  year,”  said  an 
elder  to  a  member  about  their  pastor. 

What  an  idea  !  Our  ministers  are  not  “  hired,” 
as  people  call  it ;  nor  are  they  over  a  charge  by 
the  year.  Their  installation  is  not  even  for  a 
term  of  years,  but  is  a  marriage-relation,  and 
ought  to  last  through  many  years. 


EARLY  OPPOSITION  TO  MISSIONS. 

This  may  have  a  strange  sound,  but  there  was 
a  time  when  the  Protestant  Church  was  opposed 
to  Foreign  Missions. 

Carey,  the  “ consecrated  cobbler”  of  England, 
who  became  the  father  of  missions  in  the  East 
Indies,  at  first  met  with  stinging  rebukes  and 
bitter  opposition.  At  a  meeting  of  Baptist  min¬ 
isters  he  once  proposed  the  subject  of  missions 
for  discussion.  One  of  the  old  fathers  said  : 
“  Young  man ,  sit  down.  When  God  wants  the 
heathen  converted ,  He  will  do  it  without  your  a  d 
or  mine .”  After  several  years  of  patient  perse¬ 
verance,  Carey  had  his  reward.  The  Baptist 
Missionary  Society  of  England  was  organized,  and 
he  was  sent  to  India. 

In  1825,  when  seven  students  in  the  Divinity 
College  of  St.  Andrews’,  Glasgow,  Scotland,  or¬ 
ganized  a  Missionary  Society,  they  could  not  get 
a  room  in  which  to  hold  their  meetings. 

_  When  a  young  man  resolved  to  go  to  the  For¬ 
eign  field,  he  would  get  some  friend  to  break  the 
news  to  his  friends,  as  if  a  great  calamity  or  dis¬ 
grace  had  befallen  them. 

Eighty  years  ago  the  Scotch  General  Assembly 
declared  the  Foreign  Mission  movement  fanatical, 
absurd,  revolutionary,  dangerous  to  good  order, 
and  requiring  prompt  suppression. 

The  same  bitter  opposition  to  Foreign  Missions 
was  met  also  in  America. 

In  1808  seven  young  men  in  Williams’  College, 
Massachusetts,  full  of  missionary  zeal,  had  to  talk 
and  pray  over  the  subject  in  secret .  Four  of  them, 
in  an  earnest  but  modest  appeal,  afterwards  brought 
the  subject  before  the  General  Association  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts;  and  out  of  this  (in  1810)  grew  the 
great  and  noble  American  Board  of  Commission¬ 
ers  for  Foreign  Missions. 

Following  this,  in  1814,  came  the  Baptist  Board, 
but  this  also  in  the  face  of  cruel  opposition. 

(Remarkable  is  the  fact,  that  both  in  England, 
Scotland  and  America  Foreign  Missionary  work 
was  urged  and  organized  by  young  men. ) 


The  five  constitutional  questions  which  the 
delegate  Elder  to  Classis  must  answer,  should  all 
be  asked  and  answered  at  the  Joint  Consistory 
meeting,  so  that  the  Elder  may  answer  them  at 
Classis  intelligently  and  with  confidence.

A  CHAPTER  OF  HINTS. 

MiT  Parents  should  by  all  means  call  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  their  children  to  such  matters  in  the 
Church  paper  and  in  Church  books,  as  are  of 
special  interest  and  importance  to  them  at  their 
age, — items  of  news,  bits  of  advice,  healthy  sen¬ 
timents,  and  so  on. 

MiT  A  minister  who  desires  that  every  family  of 
his  charge  should  be  intelligently  and  heartily  in 
sympathy  with  the  denomination  and  its  work, 
should  do  all  that  he  can  to  have  the  denomina¬ 
tional  paper  taken  by  every  household. 

MiT  Many  communicants  are  absent  from  pre¬ 
paratory  service,  especially  men.  This  is  very 
bad.  Never  say  you  have  not  time  to  go.  You 
have  all  the  time  there  is.  You  must  not  allow 
anything  to  keep  you  away. 

1®°*  Church  officers  must  be  men  of  wisdom, 
said  the  apostle,  /.  e.,  men  of  business  tact,  of 
good  sense,  of  good  judgment,  wide-awake,  truly 
interested  in  the  Lord’s  work,  and  who  of  course 
take  the  Church  paper. 


MiT  Many  denominations  which  years  ago  op¬ 
posed  or  at  least  greatly  undervalued  catechization, 
are  now  taking  great  interest  in  it.  For  example, 
Baptists,  Methodists,  United  Brethren,  Congrega- 
donalists  and  Evangelicals  are  trying  to  introduce 
catechetical  instruction. 

MiT  The  Church  is  no  place  for  private  chat 
(neither  outside  nor  inside),  nor  for  public  enter¬ 
tainments,  but  for  sacred  meditation  and  sincere 
worship.  Be  not  absent,  nor  late  in  going,  nor 
undevout  when  there,  but  go  and  worship  the 
Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness. 

In  our  entire  Church,  East  and  West,  we 
have  about  141  young  men  studying  for  the  min¬ 
istry.  These  are  in  many  different  Schools,  Col¬ 
leges  and  Seminaries,  and  stand  in  all  the  various 
stages  of  advancement. 

MiT3  What  can  be  more  interesting  and  profitable 
to  Christians,  than  to  study  the  history,  the  rise, 
progress,  plans  and  present  state  of  the  missionary 
work  of  the  Christian  Church  and  of  their  own 
denomination  ? 

MiT  “  I  cannot  afford  to  buy  Church  books  and 
get  the  Church  paper.’ ’  No,  of  course  not,  if  you 
buy  everything  else  first ;  but  why  will  you  buy  a 
score  of  needless  things,  and  pass  by  the  great, 
rich,  needful  things  of  the  Church  ? 

MiT  An  elder  looking  for  a  pastor,  was  asking 
about  a  certain  man.  Finding  that  this  man’s 
congregation  had  done  nothing  for  missions,  the 
elder  stopped  short  with  the  remark,  “  that  man 
will  not  suit  us.” 

MiT  How  much  at  home  one  feels  in  a  Reformed 
family,  when  you  see  our  own  Church  papers  and 
books  on  the  table  !  And  how  lonesome  it  seems, 
and  how  disappointed  one  feels,  when  these  are 
lacking ! 

MiT  I>r.  Addison  Alexander  preached  his  ser¬ 
mon  on  “  The  Faithful  Saying  ”  until  he  wore  out 
the  MSS.  ;  and  Dr.  Green  repeated  his  on  “The 
Worth  of  the  Soul,”  ninety  times  ! 

MiT  ‘  ‘  Life  is  like  a  game  of  chess;  everyone 
holds  his  rank  according  to  his  quality.  But  when 
the  game  is  over,  kings,  queens,  knights  and  all 
are  thrown  into  one  common  box.”

A  GOOD  PLAN. 

Every  Sunday  or  Monday  make  a  note  of  the 
sermon.  Set  down  the  subject  and  the  leading 
points.  Try  to  recall  the  facts  and  illustrations 
in  their  proper  order.  Do  this  for  five  years,  and 
you  will  find  it  a  great  help  to  you.  It  will 
cultivate  the  habit  of  careful  listening.  Every 
sermon  will  be  more  interesting.  You  will  learn 
much  Christian  truth,  and  become  much  more 
familiar  with  the  Bible. 


A  GREAT  MISTAKE. 

Parents  often  allow  their  children  to  stay  away 
from  catechization  while  they  are  ten  to  fourteen 
years  old.  Indeed,  many  parents  think  it  useless 
to  send  them  until  they  are  fourteen  to  eighteen 
years  old. 

All  this  is  wrong.  At  eighteen,  few  want  to 
attend ;  and  when  there,  they  find  the  Catechism 
a  hard  book,  much  harder  to  them  than  at  twelve. 

Besides,  they  now  are  too  much  engaged 
with  work  and  business  and  pleasure.  They  think 
they  have  not  time  to  attend;  or  at  least  the 
course  must  be  very  short,  and  they  are  then 
poorly  prepared  for  full  membership. 

The  object  of  catechization  is  to  prepare  them 
not  simply  for  confirmation,  but  also  for  useful¬ 
ness  in  the  Church.  Therefore  they  should  be 
well  instructed ;  and  this  requires  much  time. 

Send  your  children  early  and  send  them  long. 


INSISTING  ON  HIS  DUES. 

The  minister  was  to  be  paid  quarterly.  So  the 
Consistory  had  promised  in  their  call.  In  three 
months  the  treasurer  said:  “  Here  is  a  little 
money,  the  rest  will  soon  be  paid.” 

“  No  sir,”  said  the  minister,  “I  will  not  take 
it.  All  is  due,  and  I  do  not  owe  you  another 
sermon  until  you  fulfill  your  part  of  the  agree¬ 
ment.” 

Many  persons  in  their  loose  notions  and  bad 
habits  in  Church  business,  would  call  that  act  by 
a  hard  name ;  but  the  minister  was  right,  and  his 
people  knew  it,  and  he  was  paid  in  full,  and  spent 
many  years  in  that  charge.  He  died  there  only 
a  year  ago. 


Do  Missions  pay  ?  Let  us  see.  Was  it 
worth  while  for  Schlatter  to  come  to  America, 
and  others  with  him?  Have  the  Missions  in  Ohio 
and  Illinois  paid — those  planted  there  thirty  to 
sixty  years  ago  ?  Have  Missions  in  Philadelphia, 
Reading  and  Pittsburg  paid?

AN  EVIL. 


One  of  the  curses  of  our  finances  is  the 
“  penny”  collection,  which  comes  so  often  and 
yet  brings  in  so  little.  A  collection  at  every 
service  is  right  and  good,  but  it  must  not  be  made 
up  of  pennies.  In  that  case  when  money .  is 
needed,  you  must  after  all  have  a  special  subscrip¬ 
tion  or  collection. 

The  evil  in  our  custom  is,  that  people  think 
they  are  always  giving,  and  they  cannot  understand 
why  they  must  then  yet  have  so  many  extra  calls. 
Indeed,  as  a  rule,  but  little  is  expected,  because 
it  is  a  “  penny  ’  *  collection.  Is  this  a  wise  way  to 
do  the  Lord’s  business? 

Why  not  regularly  on  the  Lord’s  Day  pay  such 
sums  as  will  meet  all  the  expenses  of  the  congre¬ 
gation,  that  there  be  no  other  gatherings?  This 
is  the  Apostolic  plan  (i  Cor.  16:  i,  2),  and  a 
very  different  thing  from  the  “  penny  ”  collection. 


A  very  bad  practice  in  some  places  is  put¬ 
ting  funerals  on  Sunday,  at  the  hour  of  service  in 
another  congregation ,  and  requiring  the  minister  to 
set  aside  his  regular  appointment,  and  so  to  dis¬ 
appoint  a  whole  neighborhood,  all  to  gratify  the 
whim  and  unreasonable  wish  of  a  few.  .  Some 
ministers  have  courage  enough  to  refuse  this,  and 
some  do  as  the  people  tell  them.

PROGRESS  IN  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

This  nineteenth  century  is  noted  above  all 
others  for  its  missionary  activity  among  the 
heathen. 

The  great  Missionary  Societies  of  England  and 
America  have  all  been  organized  within  a  hundred 
years : 

The  Baptist  Missionary  Society  of  England,  in 
1792;  The  London  Missionary  Society,  a  little 
later;  the  American  Board,  in  1810;  the  Baptist 
Board,  in  1814;  the  Methodist  Board,  in  1819; 
the  Episcopal  Board,  in  1821  ;  the  Presbyterian 
Board,  in  1832  ;  our  own  Board ,  in  1838. 


The  details  of  what  has  been  done  within  the 
century,  and  especially  during  the  last  thirty  years, 
cannot  be  given  here,  but  they  are  simply  aston¬ 
ishing. 

1.  A  great  beginning  has  been  made  at  home, 
in  winning  friends  to  the  work.  A.  wonderful 
change  has  come  over  the  Church,  both  in  England 
and  in  America.  The  early  opposition  to  Foreign 
Missions  has  all  passed  away,  and  an  earnest  and 
intelligent  interest  is  now  taken  in  the  work. 

2.  A  great  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  converts  among  the  heathen.  Baptisms  now 
are  not  by  ones  and  twos,  but  by  hundreds  and 
thousands. 

3.  Valuable  experience  has  been  gained  by  the 
missionaries,  enabling  them  to  work  to  much  bet¬ 
ter  advantage. 

4.  Great  helps  are  now  at  hand  in  the  Foreign 
Field :  The  Bible  is  found  in  303  languages  and 
dialects ;  so  also  in  regard  to  grammars,  diction¬ 
aries,  hymn  books  and  other  literature  ;  a  strong 
force  of  native  pastors,  teachers  and  helpers,  and 
thousands  of  others  in  course  of  training,  are  at 
hand. 

God  only  knows  what  the  Church  may  yet  reap 
in  the  ripe  foreign  field  within  the  next  fifty  or 
one  hundred  years. 

What  shall  you  and  I  give  toward  this  great 
work  ?  Intelligent  and  strong  prayers  to  God  for 
Flis  blessing  on  the  work,  and  liberal  and  devout 
alms,  that  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  may  see  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  our  God.
